His own Inss wag 
exactly one killed and seven wounded! But more 
importart than_ this defeat of an: enemy force 
at such a cost to them was the fact that In hold. 
ing Fort Stephenson he had saved the American 
supply depots and freed the state of Ohio from 
the fears of a hostile invasion with its attend- 
ant horrors at the hands of the-red allies of 
the British.
